What Shall bo Done Wltn the Boys. 


With parents who have boys to real 


and see started in life, this is ono of tlip 
most perplexing of the practical ques- 
tions which occupy the after-bedtime 
talks and carry themselves on into thp 
hours due to sleep. If t]lo youno' bird 
does not readily leave tho nest, the old 
ono, 
instinct-taught, shoves if off, foi 


tlie youug have only one simple 
to do. But in human life aro many 
paths and places; the round people are 
continually getting into square holen 
and vice versa; mistakes about one's 
calling are as common as they are sort 
ous, and experimental knowledge it 
like a lamp held behind us—most°(;lear 
after we have ceased to need it. Par- 
ents' dilliculties in what direction to 
push their fledglings are the greater 
because of two facts: first, that tho 
choice of boys as to what they •' would 
like to be" is ordinarily too shallow to 
suggest anything for guidance; second, 
that while the natural bont of mind, in 
very rare instances, is shown early and 
indomitably in a specific direction, or- 
dinarily our boys donot show characteris- 
tics positive enough to make their lino of 
work clear. 
But what shall be done 


with them then? A newspaper article 
has not space, even had the writer the 
ability to answer the question definite- 
ly; no more can be attempted than to 
indicate some considerations which may 
help tho family council to deal with it. 


*irst ol all. let us assume that the 


spread of common sense has nearly ob- 
literated the notion that ono of tho boys, 
for the family reputation, must go 
through college. Collegiate education, 
IIKO traveling abroad, is now so com- 
mon that it confers no dlst.nctlon. 
" Liberal education," as it was'called, 
once meant only the college; an "edu- 
cated man was one wh<5 had passed 
through tho curriculum. 
But tho esti- 


mate placed upon this as essential for, 
°r i*iI011,*18 nld *° 9UCGCS8 and usefulness 
in life, has lowered greatly, and justly 
so. This is not so much because many 
leave tho college, and accomplish noth- 
ing, and many others,. without it, do 
memorable work, as because people are 
discovering that education is as broad 
and many-sided as God's kingdom. It 
csuinot be forced into those who have no 
capacity for it and reject it. but those 
who want it will have it; the genuine 
earner, athirst for knowledge, will 
draw it in at every pore of his being, 
conquering 
difficulties in the way. 


Hlonce, not to have collegiate education 
is not really tho deprivation it was once 
esteemed to bo. 


Iu the strict utilitarian view, which 
nust govern such a discussion as tuts, 
the same is true. The value of an ac- 
quirement must be rated by what it will 


roduce for its possessor. And while 
probably a larger class of college grart- 
lates than formerly enter business life 
ustead of the three "learned profes- 
lions," on the other hand it is equally 
rue that collegiate education is as much 
a hindrance to the success of the battle 
of life as a help. Space does uot allow 
Irawing these distinctions very nicely; 
».ll said here is not meant as dispurage- 
•iieut of the college, but only to oppose 
.he proposition that the boy must have, 
or might best have a college course, in 
order that he have tho fairest start. 


Emphatically should the disposition 


o "go into a store" be discouraged,

much so. Tho editor of a commercial 
ournal in this city recently advertised 
>nce for a youth to help in statistical 
vork, at eight dollars a week, and re- 
ceived nearly 300 replies before noon; 
an advertisement for an assistant book- 
keeper brought 317 letters in the next 
morning's mail; an advertiser who 
vanted a clerk, very recently, was eou- 
iderate enough, two days later, to iu- 
ert a request to "please excuse replies 
0 notice of Saturday; 1,872applications 
received;" a Denver firm had titty re- 
gies to a call for a clerk, bnt not a sin- 
gle reply to a subsequent advertise- 
aeut for a good wood-turner. These 
are but random and ordinary illustra- 
lions of the almost terrible pressure to 
get hold,of.mercantile life at an? uoint. 
The reasons for this aro probably an 


altogether mistaken idea of the profit- 
bleness and agreeablenesa of such a 
Ue and an equally mistaken one of the 
locial position of farmers aud mechnn- 
os. The merchant is imagined to bo 
he man of success aud standing; the 
mechanic is imagined to be one who 
vorks ten hours a aay, with dirty hands, 
or twelve dollars a week. Like most 
sweeping generalizations, this is widely 
astray. 
Keally successful trades, al- 


hough many, are the 
exceptions; 


their ranks are always choked with 
iompotltion; all the changes of the 
ast quarter 
century 
have 
tended 


to narrow tho profit margins, in- 
crease the strains and demands, and 
essen the probabilities of success in 
trading. By principal, also, it must bo 
n error to rate the dealer in any re- 
spect abovo the producer; and expe- 
rience confirms this. 
Tho farmer and 


mechanic, moreover, is not fixed la the 
froovo where he is conventionally sup- 
wsod.to run; ho is what he makes him- 
self; and he is making himself. 
Agri- 


culture by now lands, now products, 
new processes, now appliances aud an 
enormously increased and increasing 
use of knowledge in land-culture, offers 
1 broadening held for young men who 
lavo a grip and the character to achieve 
success. In manufactures, too, tho op- 
>ortuuitlos are even greater. Tho me- 
chanic can afford to risk tho neat- 
ness of his lingers; ho is the discoverer 
of material wealth now and there are a 
>ath and a place for all the real technie- 
il ability the country can produce. 
Recognizing and helping on this fact aro 
.he technical schools, through which 
the youth of to-day have facilities in 
mechanical education that would have 
seemed like visions to their fathers. 


AU the preceding is merely hint and 


suggestion. Its sum is that fcnowledo-o 
s knowledge, whatever its field and 
lowevor won; that whoever is worthy 
of it will get it; that identically the 
same is true of success; that the more 
n-omisiug fields for the boys are the 
lower ones, through agriculture and 
manufactures rather than the choked 
paths of trade; and that—in tho old 
iliraso, never truer than now—where 
here is a will there is a way.—Julius 
Wilcox, in Christian at Work.

The Anatomy of uit Oyster. 


Every oyster has a mouth, a heart, a 


liver, a stomach, cunningly devised in- 
testines and other necessary organs, 
just as all living, movingand intelligent 
creatures have. And all these things 
are covered from man's rudely inquisi- 
tive gaze by a rnautle of pearly gauze, 
whose woof and warp put to shame the 
front lace on your windows in winter. 
The mouth is at the smaller end of the 
oyster, adjoining the hinge. It is of oval 
shape, and, though not readily seen by 
an uupracticed eye, its location and 
size can be easily discovered by gently 
pushing a blunt bodkin or similar in- 
strument along the surface of the local- 
ity mentioned. When the spot is found 
yonr bodkin can be thrust between the 
delicate lips and .a considerable distance 
down towards the stomach without 
causing the oyster to yell with pain. 
From this month is, of course, a sort of 
canal to convey food to the stomach, 
whence it passes into the intestines. 
Witli an exceedingly delicate and sharp 
knife you can take off the " mantle" of 
the oyster, when there will be disclosed 
to yon a half-moon shaped space just 
above the muscle, or so-called "heart." 
This space is the oyster's pericardium, 
and within in it is the real heart, the 
pulsations of which are readily seen. 
This heart is made up of two parts, just 
as the human heart is, one of which re- 
ceives the blood from the gills through 
a not work of blood vessels, and the other 
drives the blood out through arteries. 
In this important matter the oyster dif- 
fers in no respect from other warm or 
cold-blooded 
animals. 
And no one 


need laugh incredulously at the as- 
sertion that oysters have blood. It 
is not ruddy, according to the ac- 
cepted notion about blood, but It is 
nevertheless blood to all oyster in- 
tents and purposes,, In the same vicin- 
ity and in marvelously proper positions, 
will bo found all the other organs named. 
But it is very proper to be incredulous; 
about that mouth and organs. At first 
glance it would scorn that thoy arc ut-i 
terly useless, for the mouth cannot snap! 
around for food, and the oyster has noi 
arms wherewith to grab its dinner or 
lunch. True apparently, but only ap-l 
parently, for each oyster has more than 
a thousand arms, tiny, delicate, almost 
invisible. And each one of them is in- 
cessantly at work gathering up food 
and gently pushing it into the lazy 
mouth of the indolently comfortable' 
creature. The gills are" the thin flaps! 
so notably perceptible around the front! 
face part of the undressed oyster, be-i 
low the muscle. 
Each of these gills is 


covered with minute hair-like anns.j 
very close together and perpetually ini 
motion to and fro in the same un- 
wearied direction. 
They catch food 


from the water, strain it carefully of 
improper substances, and waft it up-, 
ward over the mantle's smooth surface 
to the gaping mouth, which placidly 
gobbles it up until hunger is appeased, 
and then the body goes to sleep with- 
out turning over. Any one can observe 
this singular process of feeding by plae-i 
ing a minute quantity of some harmless 
coloring matter on the gills. 
If it will 


not olt'cnd the oyster's delicate palatq 
the coloring matter will be seen at onco 
propelled by invisible hands towards 
tho mouth and thence slowly down in^ 
to tho stomach. And this is all I know 
about oyster anatomy, except that the 
liver almost entirely surrounds the 
stomach and is of a dark green color. 
It may bo now, however, to many to 
know that oysters are born precisely 
the same way the shad and other lish 
come into the world. A well educated 
lady oyster will lay about 125,000,000 
eggs—so it is said; 1 have not counted 
enough of them to strike such a large 
average—and every one of those eggs 
will ultimately become (it for stow or 
fry if they escape the multitude of 
perils that do environ tlio infant oyster. 
—Baltimore. Gazette.

Our Ruby Throat. 


Many times a day, as I sit at work by 


my window, in the genial months pf 
summer, there breaks in on iny oqr 
from tho garden outside a series qf 
quick, faint, sweet chirps, not loudqr 
than the notes of n cricket, yet far 11101:0 
musical, ixnil turning swiftly—for I 
know tho sounds well—I descry a hum- 
ming-bird floating like a live emerald 
amid my flowers. As it plunges its bill 
into their dainty beakers it murmurs its 
happy content in soft, satisfied tones 
like the cooing of a babe at its motherjs 
breast. I snatch the opera-glass always 
standing ready for such occasions, add" 
make a study of my fairy visitor OB long 
as it remains in sight. Hovering in the 
air on whigs vibrating so rapidly ;thfit 
w« hear rather than see their marvql- 
oua motion, the bird pauses in front of. 
each inviting blossom a moment or more 
in a keenly searching attitude, as if \6. 
prove the full promise enticing it for-' 
ward ere yielding itself up to the warm 
allurement.

Probing this cup of nectar and pass- 


ing by that, its choice among the flow- 
era appears to be dictated by a purely 
capricious fancy. Yet it is really intent: 
on an errand somewhat different frcjm 
what is generally suspected, the tipy 
insects which rifle the flowers of their 
honeyed treasures forming tho cufef 
charm which attracts it toward thetrv 
It is fond of tho perfumed sirup dis- 
tilled in their painted laboratories, but 
takes it in the way of a relish, 01; a 
dressing for the fleshy morsels hidden 
in their deep recesses, which it seines' 
with tho delicate forceps tipping its 
tubular tonguo. Thus that which seems 
to be mere wayward coquetry with; a 
bevy of beautiful blossoms is in truth 
the exercise of a wise selection, the na- 
ture of tho humming-bird demanding a 
more substantial diet than tho banquet 
of sweets served up in tho heart of a 
fragrant corolla. 


As a rule, the nimble sylph depends 


entirely upon its pinions for support 
while gloauinij its food from floral [re- 
positories, vet I often observe it rosunV 
on its slender feet when tho chance is 
offered. 
For instance, if aleaf happens 


to project directly under a seductive 
blossom, it accepts of tho vantage- 
ground, though with an air of an unac- 
customed proceeding. It drops its slim 
logs, usually tucked out of sight in bil- 
lows of down, and stands perfectly still 
on tho green pedestal, with winga quite 
and oven folded, until the quick repast 
is over. I have especially noticed this 
interesting performance with plants of 
the balsam family (Balsamince), whore 
the flowers spring from the axils, and 
one or two ia every group, resting Just 
over a leaf, prove awkward to reach 
unless the-bird interrupts its flight and 
takes their enticing tidbits standing- 


Iheso feathered sun-flakes which 


make a hunting ground of my garden 
are in tho habit of taking a rest from 
their ollin courses on the dry twigs 
stretching out hero and there beyond 
the green boughs of an oak in view of 
my window. Hero they porch for vary- 
ing intervals, sometimes for many min- 
utes, perhaps a half-hour together. On 
lirst alighting, they busy themselves 
with ait'airs ot the toilet, combing then: 
glossy plumes with their diminutive 
claws aud drawing the wing feathers 
one by one through the narrowly opened 
beak, which ia afterward cleaned and 
polished by rubbing it back and forth

Mexico's Immense Resources. 


So much has been sn!d and written 


about the resources ol Mexico, and so 
little has been made out of them that a 
shadow of distrust overclouds the glow- 
ing eulogies of all the travelers; but the 
testimony is uniform, and at the risk of 
being discredited as a new addition to 
the long list of Mulberry Sellorses who 
swarm here, I can only join in tho gen- 
eral voice which proclaims Mexico tho 
world's wonder, and the richest of all 
the lands of the earth in the production 
of nature. Its mining wealth lias hardly 
been scratched. While we have reached 
adepthof nearly 3,000 fee ton the Corn- 
stock and hand up ore by the ton in a 
hotel elevator the Mexican miner in tho 
Fachuca district climbs down 700 feet 
on poles with pegs stuck in them, with 
an empty bag on his back, aud climbs 
back with his bag full of ore—say eighty 
pounds—and his labor is less effective 
at h'fty cents a day than that of tho 
Comstocker at four dollars. Yet, with 
this rude labor Mexico has managed to 
produce nearly half of the whole world's 
supply of gold and silver since the days 
of Tubal Cain. There is not a blast 
furnace in the land, but the iron mount- 
ain of Durango could furnish all the 
world with oro for a generation, and 
there are 900,000,000 tons lyino; above 
the surface in Michoacau. Coal has 
never been mined, but now there is1 
hardly a week that some now coal dis-' 
covory is not located or "denounced," 
as they call it here. There is copper 
enough in Mexico to bring down the 
price one-half. There is quicksilver, 
and lead, nickel, antimony, tin, zinc. 
As for sulphur aud chemicals tho groat 
laboratories of nature are still at work 
Droduciae: them. 
Hut none of those things are good to 


eat, and, after all, tho basis of perma- 
nent prosperity and equally diU'used 
wealth consists not in mines, but in tho 
agricultural products of the soil. Unless 
there is a large and wealthy population 
of cultivntom «,« cuuaumu the product 
ot the mines and manufactures, the 
country will be at a groat disadvantage.- 
How does Mexico stand in this respect? 
The resources of her soil are simply 
more marvelous than 
her mineral 


wealth. The marvelous feature of it is 
that the ranges of mountains, by their 
varying elevation, bring; all tho climates 
of the world side by side, aud a day's 
journey up from tho coast ou either 
side takes ono from tho tropics to the 
temperate zones. The chief commercial 
export of Mexico is coffee, and the Mexi 
icau coffee is cheaper to grow and more 
nutritious to drink than that of any oth^- 
er. country; the sugar cane here grows 
to a height of twenty feet without cufti- 
vation, and excellent pure sugar is 
everywhere abundant. Cotton is but 
little cultivated, but it grows well. The 
Mexican tobacco is good enough to ex- 
port to Cuba and to. come back as Ha- 
vana tobacco, and 1 am very sure that 
under better cultivation its plantations 
will rival those of the Vuelta Abajo. Rico', 
indigo, cocoa, dyestutVs and all tropical 
products flourish in thoTierraCalionte. 
or low lands, while a hundred miles olf, 
amid the ranges, tho liclds are green with 
wheat and barley and tho waving loaves 
of the graceful Indian corn. Tho fruits 
of Mexico, like everything else horo, 
attest how much nature does for the 
country and how little is done by mini. 
1 took dinner last Sunday at the hospit- 
able house of an American resident, and 
as a matter of course we hail strawber- 
ries and strawberry short-cake. When 
I asked how long the strawberry soasojt 
lasted i was told it lasted eleven months. 
Wo hud our. choice also of watermelons 
and muskmelons, and tho pyramid ; 
fruit passed around included bananas, 
grenadines, mameys, chirimoyas, aqua- 
cates and other more or less sweet and 
juicy natural fruits of the country. Of 
those the greiuulina is the fruit of the 
passion flower, its interior looking aud 
tasting like a magnified and sweetened 
gooseberry; the chidmoya is called the 
king of fruits, and looks and tastes very 
much like good vanilla ice-cream; tfee 
aquacuto or alligator pear, tho mamey 
and tho snporte taste like nothing oiit- 
side of Mexico. Pears and peaches are 
poor and dear; strawberries dear but 
very lino; but all tho tropical fruits are 
good and cheap and plentiful, and are 
sn universal use among rich and poor. 
-T,hey are eaten raw, they are made into 
salads, they are stowed into sweetmeats. 
every meal .having its duke as onebf 
tho courses; they are candied with the 
pure sugar of the country, their sweet- 
ened juices are drunk .with water, thiey 
are invaluable aids to good health ahd 
good living.- As for the vegetables, 
poos and string beans, 'tomatoes, arjti- 
chokes, cabbages, cauliflowers, brusscls 
sprouts, brocoli, onions, lettuce and ev- 
erything known to the American palate, 
seem to bo plentiful' and perennial.— 
Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

I have no doubt that such a remark, 


If overheard by tho person for whom 
it was intended, would cause a ploasur- 
iblo feeling of pride, which apparently 
would amply repay the recipient for a 
whole day's pain and suffering caused 
by tho fact that the said foot had been 
squeezed into a prettily-shaped boot. 
But it is not merely the few hours of 
suffering that this fashionable folly 
brings upon her martyrs that makes the 


I ayllono to bo cried out against; rather 
I is it tho innumerable malformations 
Mid deformities of the foot, and their 


. immediate as well as their remote coa- 


I sequences, that are sure to be brought 
on if this folly is still persisted in. 


I, for one, do not believe in the rigid 


enforcement of all those numerous laws 
of health that arc being now so prom- 
inently brought before the public, and 
which would, I fear, make the lives of 
» good many of us more or loss miser- 
able; still, there ia a Una to be drawn 
in everything, and it is hard to believe 
the extremes to which fashion has gone 
with regard to this unsentimental ques- 
tion of Boots. Two centuries ago boots 
were worn of such a width that posi- 
tively a law was passed prohibiting the 
soles to be beyond six inches across the 
toes, and now fashion's rules are well- 
nigh quite as rigid in tho opposite ex- 
treme.

neither comfort nor, 1 am afraid, health, 
and in the second place, very common- 
ly lead to tho largo majority of colds, to 
which may often bo attributed many a 
ilifo-long 
misery.

(tight-lilting boots will in time cause all

ful, but, also, take some time to bo thor- 
oughly cured, and necessitate actual

of them, from interrupted circulation; 
cold foot, from tho .same causo; and 
last, but by far the worst of all, an 
actual diseased condition of one or 
more Joints either.of tho toes or of tho 
foot itself.
